In addition 
three gallery talks to be interpreted for the deaf have been scheduled: Thursday, 

July 12 at 1:30 pm; Sunday, July 29 at 2 pm; and Wednesday, August 1 at 7:30 pm. 

A taped slide show on the Chardin exhibition prepared by the Department of Art 
History and Education will run daily in the audio-visual center on the lower classroom 
level, from 11:30 am to 2 pm Tuesday through Saturday, and from 1:30 to 4:30 pm Sundays. 

In July the Museum will offer a free lecture series on Chardin by Mark Johnson. 
Offered on four successive Tuesdays at 1:30 pm the lectures are Chardin’s Beginnings 
and His Early Still Lifes, on July 10; Genre Scenes, on July 17; Chardin’s Return 
to Still Life, Major Commissions, and Pastels, on July 24; and Tour of Chardin 
Exhibition, on July 31. The Museum’s free Wednesday Evening Festival Series will 
also offer lectures and activities concentrating on Chardin and his work.

Chardin and the Still-Life Tradition in France , an exhibition produced 
by The Cleveland Museum of Art's Department of Art History and Education will 
supplement the Chardin exhibition during its Cleveland showing.
